DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 
1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 

species of the claimed invention: 

Species 1 : a liner sheet as claimed in claim 10. 
Species 2: a liner sheet as claimed in claim 1 1 . 
Species 3: a liner sheet as claimed in claim 1 1 . 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, it appears that claim 1 is generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include 
all the limitations of an allowed generic daim as provided by 37 CFR 1 .141 . If claims 
are added after the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the 
elected species. MPEP § 809.02(a). 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record 
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showing the species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the 
case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over 
the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used In a rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 1 03(a) of the other invention. 

2. During a telephone conversation with Attorney Stein on 7/22/05 a provisional 
election was made without traverse to prosecute the invention of Species 1 , claims 
1-10, 13, and 14. Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to 
this Office action. Claims 1 1 and 12 have been withdrawn from further consideration by 
the examiner, 37 CFR 1 .142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

3. The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1 .98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other 
information submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609 A(1) states, "the 
list may not be incorporated Into the specification but must be submitted in a separate 
paper." Therefore, unless the references have been cited by the examiner on form 
PTO-892, they have not been considered. 

Drawings 

4. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: apertures 6. Corrected drawing sheets In compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) 
are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
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immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each 
drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top 
margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If 
the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

5. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the anchor means 
must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be 

entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121 (d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 21 (d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
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the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action In the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claim 1 0 Is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being Indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claim 10: the term "the liner sheet" lacks proper antecedent basis. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent In the United 
States. 

9. Claims 1-4, 6, 9, 10, 13, and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Bryan et al. (US6067752). 

For claims 1, 6, 9, and 10, Bryan et al. disclose a plant root and bulb protection 
device comprising a continuous plastic tubular sheet liner (14) with closed bottom end 
and open top end and a plurality of apertures wherein a plurality of apertures extending 
generally from the top end to the bottom end. 

For claims 2-4, Bryan et al. further disclose a closure means (10) and an anchor 
means (27,26). 
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Note that the method steps as claimed in claims 13 and 14 are inherently 
performed within Bryan et al/s plant root and bulb protection device. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

10. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically. disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, If the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

1 1 . Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Bryan et 
al. (US6067752) in view of Bergman (US5060420). 

Bryan et al. lack to mention that the closure means is a tie. 

Bergman teaches a similar protection device as that of Bryan et al. in which 
Bergman discloses a closure means is a tie (18, 16). It would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to have modified the 
device of Bryan et al. so as to include a tie closure means, in a similar manner as taught 
in Bergman, since to do so would allow the user to remove and/or reuse the closure 
means more efficiently/easily. 

12. Claims 7 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C: 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Bryan etal. (US6067752). 

Bryan et al. lack to mention that the plurality of apertures have diagonally shaped 
apertures. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to have the apertures of Bryan et al. in whatever form or shape was 
desired or expedient, wherein no stated problem is solved by having the specific shape 
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as claimed versus the shape taught by the prior art. Furthermore, a change in form or 
shape is generally recognized as being well known within the level to one of ordinary 
skill in the art depending on one's intended use. 

Regarding the orientation and/or location of the diagonally shaped apertures as 
claimed in claim 8, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to have the diagonally shaped apertures of Bryan et al. in 
whatever orientation and/or location was desired or expedient, since it has been held 
that rearranging parts of an invention involves only routine skill in the art. Furthermore, 
it appears that the orientation and/or location of Bryan et al.'s apertures would perform 
equally as well.
